Part thereof, IN SO FAR As, at- Arderßer, in the County of Inverneſs, and upon ſome 
cor other of the Days of the Months of May, June, July or Auguſt, in the Vear of our 


within the Vear foreſaid, during the Summer Seaſon, when a Part of his Majeſty's For- 
ces were encamped at Arderſier, amongſt whom the ſaid John Dung was upon Duty, 
and then acted as Serjeant Pay-maſter to the Company to which he belonged, and com- 
monly got the Pay ſent to, or lodged with him, in Twenty Shilling Notes of the ſaid 
Royal Bank, a Number of falſe and counterfeited Notes, intended to reſemble and paſs 
for the Twenty Shilling Notes of the Royal Bank of Scotland, and one, at leaſt, re- 
ſembling a Five Pound Note of the ſaid Bank, were forged or fabricated ; and thereaf- 
ter, of ſuch falſe Notes, there were uttered, uſed or diſperſed, no leſs than the Num- 
ber of Sixteen reſembling the ſaid Twenty Shilling Notes, and one rclembling the Five 
Pound Notes of the faid Bank, all which falſe Notes, to the Number of Seventeen, 
were, upon the Fourth Day of November laſt, or at different Times ſince, brought to 
the Office of the ſaid Royal Bank at Edinburgh, and are herewith produced, and lodg- 
ed in the Hands of the Clerk to this Complaint, conform to a Schedule or Liſt hereto 
annexed, expreſſing the particular Numbers thereof, and which Schedule is hereby re- 
ferred to, and held to be repeated as Part of this Complaint ; and in the forging, coun- 
terfeitng, uttering and diſperſing of the ſaid ſeventeen falſe Notes, or of ſome Part or 
greater or ſmaller Number thereof, the faid Serjeant John Young, the Perſon complain- 
ed upon, is guilty, Actor, or Art and Part; all which, or Part thereof, being found 
proven, after due Trial before. your. Lordſhips, the faid ſeventeen Notes, herewith 
roduced, ought to be found and declared to be falſe, forged, and counterfeited, and 
the ſaid John Young found guilty, or Art and Part, of the forging and counterfeiting, 
and of the uttering and diſperſing thereof, or of ſome Part or Number of the ſame, and 
thereupon ſuch Decree or Order made by your Lordſhips, as of right, and by the due 
Courſe of Law, and Practice, may and ought to be made, fo as the ſaid John Young 
may be puniſhed with the Pains of Law, ſuitable to the Offence or Offences of which 
he ſhall be convicted or found guilty, to the Terror of others to commit the like wicked 
and pernicious Practices in Time coming; and as the Complainers are ready to verify 
or bring Proof of the Premiſes, before your Lordſhips, by the Examination of Wit- 
neſſes and the Exhibition of Writings, of both which a Liſt is herewith produced and 
Or - | ſubjoined ;
